Hinesdale, Pa. — Incubators as an aid 
to pig culture are enthusiastically rec- 
ommended by E. H. Karslake, a suc- 
cessful farmer who resides a few 
miles north of here in Wayne county.

MEW WHEAT IS PERFECTED 

Federal Expert, After Four Years of 
Experimenting, Makes Important 
Discovery in Chule. 

Chico, Cal. — After four years experi- 
menting at the national introduction 
gardens near this city a variety of 
wheat known as chule, introduced in- 
to the United States from Turkestan, 
H. E. Blanchard, western cereal ex- 
pert of the department of agriculture, 
has succeeded in separating a pure 
white seed from the mixture which 
has contaminated it practically ever 
since its introduction. In tests just 
completed the new wheat has aver- 
aged fifteen to twenty bushels more 
to the acre than the white Australian 
variety, which is accepted as standard 
by the farmers of the west. Mr. 
Blanchard considers the segregation 
of the new grain one of the greatest 
forward steps in wheat culture in 
many years.

Three Paris Churches as Store 
Houses. 

2 Three deserted and abandoned 
church buildings where in the long 
ago gathered scores of worshippers to 
listen to the words of wisdom that fell 
from the lips of the most renowned 
preachers of their day, now stand in 
this city as silent testimonials to the 
march of progress, and the necessity 
of more currmodiuus quarters. 
2 The recent unions of the two Presby- 
terian congregations of Paris doomed 
the ola home of the First Presbytreian 
congregation on the corner of Pleasant 
ana Fourth streets, and it has for 
many months been occupi°d as a 
muEical instrument storeroom, and as 
a private music school. The puplit 
furniture, benches, and the old bell, 
which had been in use for sixty-three 
years, were sent as a donation from 
the Presbyterians of Paris to Buck- 
horn, twenty miles fom Jackson, and 
installed in the Presbyterian churrh 
there. The old building was erected 
in 1845, being the fourth buliding 
erected here by the First Presbyterian 
congregation since the establishment 
of the laiti in Paris. It was occupied 
by the Federal troops as a hospital 
far a short period daring the Civil 
War. A war claim of $1,700 was re- 
cently allowed by the Government. 

the old Christian church on the cor- 
ner of Main and Eighth streets, once 
the home of the largest and wealthiest 
church congregation in the city, has 
been used since the erection of the new 
building on High street as a conven- 
tion hall, seed storage warehouse, auc- 
tion room, bowling alley, skating rink, 
and more recently as a moving picture 
theater. A f aw days ago it passed in- 
ti the nands of a local commission firm 
who alter remodeling the structure 
will move into the building. The build- 
irg was erected in 1858, and was dedi- 
cated in June, 1859. The most famous 
pulpit orators of this powerful relig- 
ous sect have preached within its 
walls. 

The old Baptist church on the corner 
of Main and Sixth streets, was erected 
in 1867-8, and was abandoned a little 
over a year ago, when a handsome 
stone and brick building of modern de- 
sign was erected near the corner of 
Main and Tenth streets. The old build- 
ing was sold to a New York firm, who 
intended replacing it with a modern 
three story buisness house, but the 
matter is still in abeyance. 
2 They stand like lonely sentinels, still 
guardians of glorious memories of past 
greatness and as reminders of the |olci 
truism that "The old must give w&y 
to the new."

"Chapo" Bedecked Puncher of Olden 
Days Has Passed With the "Gun- 
man," Declares W. H. Gray, 
a Texas Veteran. 

St. Louis, Mo. — "Singing cattle to 
sleep at a round-up is not an uncom- 
mon occurrence," said W. H. Gray, 
Civil war veteran, real estate dealer 
and owner of a cattle ranch seventeen 
miles west of Amarillo, Tex., to a 
group of friends on his return recent- 
ly from the Lone Star state. 

"We have a round up on my ranch 
about twice a year. The cattle do not 
see a human being for perhaps 
months at a time, and as a result are 
pretty wild," continued Mr. Gray. 
"The cowboys form n large circle and 
gradually begin to drive the ca't'c in. 
When the different hero's are drive 1 
into one large circle the v.ork o; 
branding begins. 

"A round-up, however, sometimes 
lasts for two weeks or more, and the 
task of keeping the cattle together Is 
not an easy one. At night they be- 
come restless and if they are allowed 
to move too much a stampede is 
likely. 

"The method of keeping the cattle 
quiet was discovered in a unique way 
several years ago. During one of the 
round-ups the cattle were more than 
ordinarily restless. A large force of 
cowboys were kept guarding the cir 
cle despite the fact that they had all 
helped with the branding during the 
day. The next day the work was no', 
done half so well because of the loss 
of sleep from which the men suffered. 

"That evening one of the cowboys 
who had been, with us only a few 
months and who had come frori the 
east rode out and began to circle the 
cattle. The other men were eating 
supper, and, being lonesome, the east 
erner began singing a melodious tune. 
After a few minutes a cow drorpel 
down on her side to sleep, followed by 
her calf. One by one the others pre- 
pared to rest for the night, and within 
a half hour there was no poss'bilitv 
of a stampede and no need of a heavy 
guard. The other cowboys finished 
their supper and, mounting their 
horses, went out to begin the tedious 
task of watching the cattle. When 
they arrived they saw that most of 
the cattle were lying down, so they 
withdrew a few yards to watch the 
animals and their partner, who was 
still riding around the circle singing. 

"When told later on of the feat he 
had accomplished the cowboy was an- 
gry, believing that he was being 
'joshed,' but soon he was convinced 
there was no joke, and now instead of 
throwing a heavy guard around the 
cattle one of the men simply rides 
around for about Lalf an hour and 
sings and the cattle go to sleep. 

"Friends living in eastern states 
;ind in England who have never visit- 
ed a ranch often have asked m about 
the mode of the cowboys' dress. The 
fringed 'chaps' are not worn in Texas 
M a usual thing. The romantic-look- 
ing cowboy with the white or black 
*.airy 'chaps,' a long, dangerous-look- 
ing dagger and a large caliber revolv- 
er stuck in his belt is a thing of the 
past He has passed with the gun- 
man. It is against the law in Texas 
for any one to have any kind of a re- 
volver or concealed weapon on his 
person, in his belt or in a holster at- 
tached to his saddle. It is also con- 
trary to Texas laws to carry a knife 
more than six inches long. The laws 
pertaining to the sale of intoxicating 
liquors also are strict, so that now 
Texas is just as civilized as any other 
state."

Christmas Seal Has Besn Given 
Approval. 

The sale cf Red Cross Christmas 
seal9 this year will be carried on along 
broader lints and v\ ill be larger and 
more comprehensive than ever before, " 
is the informal ion given out by the 
National Anti-Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion. This bulletin of the National 
Association states further that the or- 
der of Postmaster General prohibiting 
certain stamps and seals does not ap- 
ply at all in case of the Christmas seal. 
The seal this year has been definitely 
approved by Postmaster General 
Hitchcock. 

The new seal will depict a very pret- 
ty winter scene. In the upper left 
hand corner will appear a small red 
cross. The entire design ia inclosed 
with a heavy red circle. The year is 
expressed in Roman numerals and the 
o.ily other words are "American Red 
Cross, Merry Christmas, Happy New 
Year." Tne corners of the seal are in 
white, thus giving the effect of a cir- 
cular seal when affixed to letters and 
packages. 

The only prohibition in the use of 
the Red Cross seal this year is that 
they must not be used on the face of 
lett : rs or packages, but must be plac- 
ed elsewhere than on the face, in any 
quantities.
